SCIENTISTS AWAIT 
RETURN TONIGHT 
OF LOST LEONIDS 


Recurrent 33-Year Meteor 
Shower, Missing in 1899, 
Due Now. 


With indications of clearing skies, 
St. :Louisans probably will have 
favorable opportunities after mid- 


night tonight and tomorrow of ob- 
serving the answer to the world- 
wide astronomical question of 
whether the “Jost Leonids” have 
returned in swarms after an ab- 
sence of 66 years. 

These meteors, or “shooting 
stars,” noted as early as the tenth 
century, recurred in profusion at 
33-year intervals until 1899, when 
they disappointed astronomers and 
a waiting public. Scientists sur- 
mised they had been switched from 
their orbit by the proximity of the 
planet Jupiter. Now, at the end 
of another 33-year period, astron- 
omers are wondering if they will 
return. 

J. Wesley Simpson, ‘Webster 
Groves astronomer, has asked the 
public to aid him in making a 
count of the meteors... Observers, 
he suggested, should make a count 
of the “shooting stare” fm I1$-min- 
ute periods. He requested that 
dated reports of observations be 
sent to him at 639 Locksley place. 

In the brilliant shower of 1866, 
Simpson said, as many as several 
thousand meteors were counted in 
a single hour. Astronomers esti- 
mated that had it not been for 
bright moonlight as many as 19,- 
000 an hour might have becn ob- 
served. Even with clear skies, 
Simpson pointed out, moontight 
may interfere to some extent with 
the display should it appear in its 
expected brilliance. Simpson sug- 
gested that amateur photographers 
might obtain pictures of the long 
meteor trails even with ordinary 
cameras. 


NEBRASKA JUDGES DECLARE 
FARM MORTGAGE MORATORIUM 


Decrees of Foreclosure Will Not Be

Judges in the Ninth District have 
declared a moratorium on farm 
mortgages for an indefinite period. 

In opening the November term 
of court, Judge Clinton Chase an- 
nounced that in mortgage cases 
where no defense had been made, 
he would neither issue decrees of 
foreclosure nor confirm foreclosure 
sales. Judge Charlies H. Stewart 
said he would make the same an- 
nouncement in opening a court 
term at Wayne.

ROOSEVELT WANTS 
NO RESPONSIBILITY 
N DEBT DECISION 


Points Out That Hoover 


and Old Congress Are 
Still in Power—Likely to 
Meet President Tuesday. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 15.—Gov. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, President- 
elect, will go to the White House, 
probably a week from today, to 
confer with President Hoover on 
international debts, but he has no 
intention of assuming any respon- 
sibility for any decisions that may 
be made prior to his inauguration 
March 4. 

That responsibility, Gov. Roose- 
velt declared in his telegram/ ac- 
cepting the Presiient’s invitation, 
rests’ with Mr. Hoover and the pres+ 
ent Congress. 

After expressing the hope that 
President Hoover also would con- 
fer with the Democfatic leaders of 
Congress on the debt question, the 
President-elect Said: 

“In the last analysis the imme- 
diate question raised by the Brit- 
ish, French and other notes creat- 
ed a responsibility which rests upon 
those now vested with executive 
and legislative authority.” 

At the same time, Gov. Roose- 
velt assured President Hoover of 
his co-operation “in every appro- 
priate way,” not only on the debt 
question, but “in all matters relat- 
ing to the welfare of the country.” 

In no way did Gov. Roosevelt 
give any hint as to how he per- 
sonally feels regarding the requests 
of the British, French and other 
fcreign Governments for postpone- 
ment of the payments due Dec. 15. 
He is opposed to debt cancelation, 
but he never has stated his position 
with respect to revision. 

While Gov. Roosevelt's plan for 
his Warm Springs trip have been 
held in abeyance because of his 
five-day illness with a cold, it is ex- 
pected he will leave New York not 
later than next Tuesday. In that 
event he will stop in Washington 
that afternoon to confer with the 
President. 

Originally the Governor had 
planned to leave for Warm Springs 
next Monday, but he is expected to 
delay his departure for a day in or- 
der to attend a party Monday night 
in New York for the workers at 
Democratic national headquarters. 
A few days before election, when 
he visited national headquarters on 
his return from the South, Gov. 
Roosevelt told the workers that 
“we'll have a big party after elec- 
tion.” 

The Governor is expected to go 
to his Hyde Park home Friday 
night for the week-end. He will be 
at Warm Springs at the very latest 
on Thanksgiving day because he

HOLDERS ADVISED

This Is Expected to Yield 
$8,000,000 Quickly to 
Public Treasury—Appeal 
to Be Taken.

CHICAGO, Nov. 15. -—- County 


Judge Jarecki yesterday ordered 
the sale of 56,300 pieces of Cook 
County real estate for back taxes. 
The property is estimated at $50,- 
000,000. The tax involved is for 
the year 1930. 

The propetty is owned by about 
°6,000 members of the Association 
of Real Bstate Taxpayets which 
for months has fought payment of 
real estate taxes on the ground that 
assessments were illegal. The asso- 
ciation contended that the assess- 
ments were too gréat against real 
estate and not enough against per- 
sonal property.

He intends to spend at least a week 
in Copenhagen, where he is to dé- 
liver a lecture at the university.

POWER BOARD PUTS CHECKS 
ON ISSUE OF SECURITIES 


Issues Rule for Supervision Ap- 
plying Where State Commissions 
Do Not Regulate Them. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The 


Power Commission today adopted 
a resolution providing that no li- 
censee that is a public service cor- 
poration shall issue ahy securities 
the maturity date of which is more 
than one year without firat réceiv- 
ing approval of the commission. 
The resolution, introduced by 
Commissioner McNinch, provides 
that the companies submit to the 
commission “satisfactory evidence 
in support of such security issue.” 

The evidence, the resolution said, 
would include the following when 
required by the sOmmission: ~ “The 
value of the physical propefty cov- 
ered by such security issue where 
non-project propefty is involved, 
outstanding obligations of the com- 
pany proposing the issue, amount 
of the proposed issue, number, par 
value, and issue price of the sharés 
of stock or bonds or other securi- 
ties proposed for issuance.” 

Approval of the é¢ommission is 
not required for securities issued 
in a state which has regulation by 
a Public Séervide Commission. 

Notice of the proposed issue 
must be given the commission at 
least 30 days beforehand.

Harrison Opposes Modification 

“Nothing to Alarm Anyone.” 
By the Associated Press. 

JACKSON, Miss., Nov. 15.—Sen- 
ator Pat Harrison said today he 
was “unalterably opposed’ to any 
modification or cancellation of 
foreign war debts due the United 
States. In a statement he said, 
“Congress will not be bound by 
any commitments of the President, 
nor, in my opinion, will it modify 
its position in regard to these debt 
payments. 

“If our foreign debtors feel that 
they must take another year on 
these interest and principal pay- 
ments, then, so far as I am con- 
cerned, they must take it on their 
own initiative with whatever dis- 
credit goes to a nation which fails 
to comply with its national obliga- 
tions,”” he said. 

Criticising the impending confer- 
ence between President Hoover and 
President-elect Roosevelt, Harrison 
asserted he was “opposed to the 
President and congressional leaders 
binding the country through in- 
formal. conferences,” but said of 
Gov. Roosevelt’s acceptance of Mr. 
Hoover's invitation: “There was 
nothing else for the President- 
elect to do. 

“If President Hoover feels that 
this Government should take some 
affirmative action, in view of the 
foreign debtors’ request, then he 
should call into extraordinary ses- 
sion at once the Congress to con- 
sider the question. 

“There is nothing in this new 
situation that ought to alarm any- 
one. It has been inevitable for 
some time that foreign debtors 
would ask for an extension in in- 
terest and principal payments 
under terms of the debt agree- 
ment.”

On the way across Kansas and 
Missouri to St. Louis yesterday and

eminence in both manufacturing 
and jobbing of woodenware. In 1882 
the Samuel Cupples Woodenware 
Co, was incorporated, with Mr. 
Brookings as vice-president and 


{general manager. 


In 1ts location near the Mill 
Creek Valley Railroad yards and 
the mouth of the Eighth street 
tunnel, the Cupples company found 
that it and its neighbor concérns 
in grocery and other jobbing lines 
needed special terminal facilities. 
To provide these facilities, Mr. 
Brookings designed the central de- 
pot and system of tracks which 
still constitute Cupples Station. 
The founding of this facility is 
credited to the business vision of 
Mr. Brookings, and his persistence 
in acquiring the needed property 
made it a possibility. Mr. Brook- 
ings became president of the Cup- 
ples Station and Property Co, 

But a successful business career 
did not satisfy him. “I began to 
ask myself,” he said afterward, 
“whether the development of my 
business interests had not given 
me as much satisfaction as I could 
get in that way. I concluded that 
I could get more pleasure out of 
giving my money and the rest of 


my life to some public service. T/ 


decided that the thing most worth 
while was the training of men and 
women for leadership.” 

Selected University Site. 

He had been a trustee of Wash- 
ington University for several years, 
aand in 18956 he was elected presi- 
dent of the university corporation. 
He gave the university his time and 
energy, to an extent which, by 1896, 
withdrew him from major activi- 
ties in private business, 

The university had reached a 
crisis. Its buildings downtown, the 
main one being at the southwest 
corner of Seventeenth street and 
Washington avenue, were outgrown 
and out of date. Their sites were 
valuable as business realty, but not 
valuable enough to provide a new 
and modern plant for the institu- 
tion. New plans were needed, new 
financing, and a new site. 

How he selected the site, Mr. 
Brookings afterward related, Out 
for exercise in the saddle, he rode 
his horse one day up a_ hill and 
found himself in an open field, 
where he had a commanding view 
of the city. He was so impressed 
with the view that he took an op- 
tion on 190 acres. The Administra- 
tion Building of the university now 
occupies the site where he halted 
his horse. 

In 1899 the success of Mr. Brook- 
ings’ endeavors was announced. The 
tract west of northern Forest Park, 
160 acres instead of the original 
100, was obtained. A quadrangle 
and adjacent buildings, forming a 
symmetrical group, were provided 
for, as well as an adequate endow- 
ment. 

The largest gift was Cupples 
Station, valued then at $3,000,000. 
The gift was made by Mr. Brook- 
ings and Mr. Cupples, who also was 
greatly interested in education, but 
who was not ready, like his young- 
er partner, to give up active com- 
mercial life. Thereafter the Cup- 
ples Co.,. and other tenants of 
Cupples Station buildings, paid rent 
to Washington University. 

The principal buildings of the 
university took the name of Mr. 
Brookings, Mr, Cupples and Adol- 
phus Busch, another large donor. 
These main buildings were com- 
pleted in time for occupancy in 
1903, but the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition needed the buildings 
and grounds as an annex to the 
fair gite in the western part of For- 
est Park, so the university re- 
mained downtown until after the 
fair, making the removal in 19065. 

Gave $5,000,000 to University. 

Mr. Brookings’ gifts to Washing- 
ton University in that period and 
later have been estimated at a to- 
tal of $5,000,000, agide from his 
bestowal of time and service. This 
included hig donations to the med- 
ical school, which became the ob- 
ject of his interest as soon as he 
had seen the university’s academic 
department in its new home. 

In developing the medical school 
on South Kingshighway, a timely 
connection was made with the 
long-deferred Barnes Hospital en- 
terprise, which had a close official 
relation to the Methodist Church, 
South. Mr. Cupples was a leader 
in the affairs of that church here, 
and his former partner took full 
advantage of this circumstance, 

His objective for the medical 
school was to make it the peer of 
any other school of medicine'tn the 
country. Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity Medical School, in Baltimore, 
was the institution he had particu- 
larly in mind. A gift of more than 
$1,000,000 with more than two 
years of his time, formed Mr. 
Brookings’ own contribution. 

Speaking a few years ago of the 
success of his plans for the medi- 
cal school, Mr, Brookings said: 

“The medical profession agrees it 
is probably as complete and well, 
balanced'’a medical plant as exists 
in this or any other country. This 
does not mean that our buildings 
compare hitecturally with some 
others or that in number of stu- 
dents or funds we compare in size, 
but simply that the laboratory,

Rockefeller, in appreciation of our 
effort, has contributed more than 
$2,000,000 to our various medical 
endowment funds, as well as near- 
ly a million dollars to the general 
endowment fund of the university.” 

The completion of the institu- 
tional group composed of the Med- 
ical School, Barnes Hospital and 
Children’s Hospital, functioning as 
a of a Uni- 


versity, might seem to have ful- 
filled; Mr. Brookings’ plans, But 
he saw a new need. Some univer-' 
‘sity, he believed, should teach the 
science of politics and the art of 
government, more completely than 
they were being taught. 

It was his view at first that this 
could be done at Washington Uni- 
versity, with an affiliated institu- 
tion at the seat of the national 
government. But his work in 
Washington, and later his wartime. 
activities there, impressed him with 
the advantages of that city as a 
center of the kind of instruction 
which he sought to provide. This 
led, in recent years, to a gradual 
and partial severing of his ties with 
St. Louis and Washington Univer- 
sity, and to his selection of Wash- 
ington as a place of abode. 

In 1916, Mr. Brookings joined 
witn other b ess men in organ- 
izing the Institute for Government 
Research, in Washington. The pri- 
mary object was to establish a na- 


tional budget system. Another ob- |

Talks of Trying It Again 


Meantime, D. M. Wright Pays $375 to Have 
Beasts Somebody Else Killed, 
Stuffed for His Den. 


The two dionesses shot before 
Denver M. Wright could carry out 
his synthetic big game hunt have 
fulfilled the ultimate destiny he 
planned for them. 

He purchased them from a bank- 
rupt circus, turned them loose on a 
Mississippi River island in South- 
east Missouri, only to find they_had 
been killed by interlopers when he 
returned two hours later to hunt 


them. 

But today, thanks to a taxider- 
mist’s skill and the magnanimity 
of the two.men who shot the ani- 
mais but returned the carcasses to 
Wright, the two lions, in life-like 
pose, ornament the basement den 
in the huntsman’s home, 1618 An- 
nelee avenue, Brentwood, where he 
keeps the trophies of less disap- 
pointing hunts.

The Mayor of Spring- 
field, Mo., wired he we@uld accept 
them after We’ had gone on the 
hunt, and to avoid disappointing 
him I wrote that I would try to 
buy a pair and donate them to the 
Springfield zoo. He answered that 
he was only joking and asked me 
please not to send them.

"A recommendation that the 


‘broadcasting cycle for radio -eta- 


tions in the United States be wid- 
ened to include kilocycles below 
550, was made by Louis G. Caldwell 


at. the session of the National As- 


sociation of Broadcasters’ conven- 
tion at Hotel Chase today. Cald- 
well has just returned from Madrid, 
Spain,. where he represepted the 


diotelegraph Conference. 

If the proposal is adopted, and, 
according to Caldwell, it seems that 
necessity will demand it eventually, 
it would mean that all the present 
radio receiving sets would: be obso- 
lete and woud have to be replaced 
by sets capable of receiving stations 
broadcasting on the lower kilocy- 
cles. 

The widening of the band must 
be made, said Caldwell, because of 
interference by recently established 
Mexican stations just adcross the 
border operating on frequencies al- 
ready allotted to American stations. 
Mexico Not Allotted Frequencies. 

Mexico, late in getting into the 
radio business, was ignored when 
frequency allotments for North 
America were made, and, as a re- 
sult, has no exclusive channel for 
its own stations. Caldwell said that 
even if the border stations die be- 
cause of lack of economic backing, 
Mexico would very. likely develop 
strong Government-owned stations. 

“Whether we like it or not,” he 
said, “Mexico is going to have 
broadcasting stations and sooner or 


tions of sufficient power to cover 
the Mexican area.” . 

Three courses were open to 
American broadcasters. The first, 
he said, was the policy of “let 
alone,”” which would result in con- 
tinned and troublesome  interfer- 
ence. 

The second would be to give 
Mexico exclusive frequency allot- 
ments on kilocycles within the 
present band of 6550 to.1600 kilo- 
cycies. This, he said, would mean 
that “many of our stations would 
be wiped out over night without 
com pensation.” 

“The third alternative,” he con- 
tinued, “is to provide more fre- 
quencies for. broadcasting, in other 
words to widen the broadcast band. 
If this is done it clearly should be 
in the direction of the lower fre- 
quencies, since these are admir- 


ably suited to broadcasting. In; 


either case, existing recefving sets 
would have to be replaced, or ex- 
tra attachments would have to be 
added.” 


. It is understood that Navy sta- 


tions are in opposition to the pro- 
posal since they now operate -on 
frequencies below 550. Radio set 
manufacturers, at first said also to 
be against the proposal, now favor 
it. 

Resolution Favors “COzar.’’ 

A resolution empowering the Ex- 
ecutive. Committee to appoint a 
“czar,” similar to Will Hays of the 
movies, and Judge Landis in base- 
ball, was adopted at a meeting this 
morning. Philip G. Loucks of 
Washington, D. C., present manag- 
ing director of the National Asso- 
ciation of Broadcasters, was men- 
tioned informally as the likely ap- 
pointee to the place. 

With the appointment of a “‘czar”’ 
the Executive Board would be abol- 
ished. The “czar” would have 
more authority than the present 
board in dealing with disputes, and 
would be the intermediary . be- 


tween the broadcasters and _ the} 


Federal Radio Commission. 

The remainder of the morning 
session was coupled with nomina- 
tions for the election of officers. 
Charles:F. Gannon, chairman of 
the Radio Committee, American 
Association of Advertising Agen- 
cies, spoke this afternoon. 

Today was the third day -of the 
broadcasters’ convention, which 
will conclude tomorrow. The day’s 
program included reports by all 
the committee chairman. The an- 
ual*banquet will be held tonight.

A bachelor most of his life, he 
built as his first pretentious resi- 
dence, a stone cottage of unusual 
design, on a high terraced lot on 
the north side of Lucas place, now 
Locust street, just east of Jeffer- 
son avenue.

His Views on Capitalism. 


Mr. Brookings’ forward looking 
views were vividly reflected in an 
article he wrote for the Post-Dis- 
patch early in 1931, outlining a 
modified form of capitalism. The 
article was dictated to his wife, 
the constant companion of his last 
five years, while he was lying in 
a darkened room at the Wilmer 
Eye Institute in Baltimore, recov- 
ering from a series of delicate op- 
erations which arrested the grow- 
ing failure of his left eye. His 
other eye had been. virtually use- 
less for several years. 

The article well illustrates the 
robust and liberal character of his 
thinking. Since he had made a 
fortune in business, and did not 
turn to the study of social and eco- 
nomic problems till comparatively 
late in life, one might have  ex- 
pected to find him a stanch -con- 
servative. True, he was a firm be- 
liever in the fundamentals of the 
existing social order, but he main- 
tained that radical changes must 
be made if !t were to meet success- 
fully the challenge of other sys- 
tems. These ideas he set out vig- 
orously in the article. 

Other published works showing 
the flexibility of his mind and his 
broad human sympathies were “In- 
dustrial Ownership,” published in 
1924; “Economic Democracy,” 
1929, and “The Way Forward,” an 
expansion of the Post-Dispatch 
article, which appeared only a few 
months before his death. His as- 
sociates in the Brookings Institu- 
tion have described him as “a cre- 
ative liberal."

600,000 for relief embarked the city 
on a large municipal ownership 
enterprise—the operation of the 


city’s bridge over the Mississippi 
River as a reyvenue-producing pub- 
lic. utility. 

The enabling act approvéd at the 
election provides that interest on 
the bonds issued shal! be paid, and 
ultimately the principal _ retired, 
from the proceeds of tolls collected 
from users of the highway deck of 
the bridge. The Board of Alder- 
men has passed legislation to con- 
tinue the present’ highway deck 
tolls until the bonds are retired. 
which is expected not to be longer 
than six to eight years. 

The bridge is expected to yield 
revenue of nearly $1,000,000 a year 
from vehicular tolls and $500,000 
or more annually from railway 
tolls. The railway tolls, which will 
not reach the maximum until some 
additional approaches are com- 
pleted, are to be continued indefi- 
nitely. 

Toll rates for vehicles have been 
made low so as not to discourage 
use. Passenger automobiles are 
charged 10 cents and trucks and 
commercial vehicles 15 cents. 
Thousands cross every day and the 
cash is gathered in by an efficient 
corps of collectors,

If tolls keep up with expecta- 
tions, the gross return, when they 
have reached $1,500,000 annually 
from the two sources, will be 
equivalent to 10 per cent of the in- 
vestment in the structure, including 
interest paid on original construc- 
tion bonds.

Tokio Lashed All Night by 
Worst Storm Since 1917 
—Torrential Rain Driven 
by 100-Mile Wind. 


By the Associated Press, 

TOKIO, Nov. 15.—The' Home 
Office announced early tonight 
that 26 persons were killed, 25 
seriously injured and 26 missing in 
a typhoen that lashed Tokio and 
the land and sea roundabout for 
12 hours. The typhoon carried 
with it torrential rains, driven by 
wind that reached a maximum ve- 
locity of 100 miles an hour. 

The Home Office report covered 
only the casualties on land and 
did not include those at sea. The 
fishing villages of Fukushima Pre- 
fecture reported 13 motorboats 
missing more than 100 fishermen 
aboard. Three bodies were washed 
ashore. The freighter Unkai Maru, 
earlier reported in distress, went 
aground on Oshima Island at the 
mouth of Tokio Bay. Fishermen 
rescued nine of the crew, but 22 re- 
maining aboard were believed to 
be lost. The Navy sent destroyers 
to Oshima to give any assistance 
possible. 

The number of houses destroyed, 
including those burned, totaled 
1637, and those seriously damaged 
4413, according to the Home Of- 
fice. 

Four Prefectures Hard Hit. 

The typhoon zone included the 
prefectures of Tokio, Chiba, Kana- 
gawa, Shizuoka and Fukushima, 
the first four named bearing the 
brunt of the damage. 

Kanagawa Prefecture, including 
the cities of Yokohama and Yoko- 
suka, reported 15 deaths. In Tokio 
there were three. Most of the vic- 
tims perished in landslides. 

More than 760 houses were de- 
stroyed and 2000 badly damaged in 
Tokio Prefecture. In Tokio 40,000 
houses were flooded as the down- 
pour inundated low-lying river- 
front streets. 

It was believed probable th 
death list would increase as losses 
among the fishing fleet and small 
coastal vessels became known. 

The main strength of the Jap- 
anese navy anchored off Yokosuka 
felt the fury of the gale, which 
lasted through. all of last night. 
The air carrier Hosho and the de- 
stroyer Asagiri broke anchor chains 
and collided. Both were slightly 
damaged. 

The destroyer Ikazauchi was 
blown ashore but was refloated 
with only minor damage. The 
cruiser Nisshin drifted into contact 
with the unfinished aircraft carrier 
Ryujo. The Ryujo was damaged. 

Several launches and other small! 
craft at the naval base were 
swamped and the ‘ aviation and 
other naval establishments ashore 
suffered considerably. 

The battleship Nagato and other 
capital ships, buffeted so severely 
that they threatened to break 
anchor chains, prepared to steam 
to sea but finally found it would be 
unnecessary.

Man’s Inhumanity to Man. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE tragic episode of the St. Louis 


. zk student whe shot himself as the result 


of an obsession developed.through har- 
boring an inferiority complex affords 
serious food for thought to the student of 
human progress. This item is simply a 
manifestation of the protean-shayped 
curse which has fastened its tentacles 
upon mankind, and emerges now and 
then in one of the many types of man’s 
inhumanity to man. 

The German poet and naturalist, A-iel- 
bert von Chamisso (1781-1838), has left 
us a quaint but eloquent narrative, in his 
story of Peter Schiemihl: the man with- 
out a shadow. When Peter’s neighbors 
discovered that he was that kind of man, 
his life became a burdensome probiem 
for him. He became an object not only 
of ridicule, but served as a target for 
mud and stones. And so through the 
agos mankind continues to persecute the 
Peter Schlemihis, and those who through 
gome glandular deficiency appear in that 
category. 

One is constrained to wonder at times 
whether the distance which we pride our- 
eclves on having established between 
modernity and the jungie is in reality a 
roirage, or whether we have actually 
broken loose from the ties which seem 
to bind us inevitably to the dark puzst. 
To the thinker one fact is obvious, name- 
ly, that only an individual with decided 
moronie inclinations would in any man- 
ner attempt to increase the burden in life 
of one who is self-conscious of some 
physical handicap, particularly where the 
person in question seeks to develop his 
mental potentialities; and in fairness to 
rature, it must be conceded that she 
seems to make it a rule to comipensate 
for her faults—or whatever they may be 
termed, in such cases, 

The thought to be stressed, of course, 
"sg that man in the majority is too dumb 
to realize his own littleness in ratio to the 
general scheme of the universe, and takes 
every opportunity which destiny affords 
him to vaunt incidental factors‘ of su- 
reriority over his neighbor. 

It is doubtful whether, in the entire 
category of human suffering through 
mental anguish, there are any pangs 
which approach those experienced 
through a consciousness of inferiority to 
the general run of beings which consti- 
tute one’s environment. Particularly is 
this true when the difference is obv:ous 
encugh to constitute the case of “A Man 
Without a Shadow.”

‘What the country thinks about it is not 
known. The present Congress went on record against 
cancelation as a condition of the Hoover moratori- 
um; but it would be guessing to say what the new 
Congress thinks. The war debts are one of the things 
as to which the American people are not so cocksure 
as they used to be. They are related to the interna- 
tional economy, which is in turn related to our own 
national economy. As our own national economy be 
comes more and more confused, wé can no longer be 


think. 

Meanwhile, this vexing problem is fast coming to 
a head. Great Britain and France both ask recon- 
sideration of our debt policy. Greece admits her in- 
ability to pay. So do Hungary, Dstonia, Latvia and 
Poland. Belgium also plans to ask postponement of 
her December payme:t. 

The request of Great Britain is a matter of the 
gréatest possible gravity. She is not in the habit of re 
pudiating her debts. She alone of all our debtors has 
scrupulously met her obligations. None of the nations 
which borrowed money from us either during or after 
the war has suffered ‘more than Great Britain, but 
her credit is to her something fur which no sacrifice 
is too great. The character of the British people 
has been reflected in the attitude of Great Britain to 
the war debts as few things in history have reflected 
it. Great Britain, as one Englishman has written, has 
done what Englishmen expected she would do. It is 
with Englishmen a matter of national pride, an asset 
of which not every people is capable. 

When England says she cannot pay, the United 
States must perforce discover what can be done. Mr. 
Hoover has acted promptly. He has asked Gov. Roose- 
velt to confer with him. The President-elect has of 
course consented, and the conference will be held as 
soon as possible. It goes without saying that a mora- 
torium will be granted, It will be granted not to 
Great Britain alone, but to all our debtors. We must 
then consider what our war debt policy is to be. 
The old Harding-Coolidge-Hoover-Melion plan is 
bankrupt. Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler says it is 
an impossibility that has ruined us all. Whatever 
chance there was that it would not do so was 
ruined by the Hawley-Smoot tariff. We proposed 
to collect some 11 billions of dollars from Europe with 
one hand, while- with the other hand we proposed 
at the same time to bar the products of Burope with 
exorbitant tariffs. That we could not do both, or that 
we could not have both, was obvious from the begin- 
ning. It is now so generally recognized that nothing 
remains but to drag the old policy from the field and 
substitute for it something that will revive-a faltering 
world. 

The United States must act quickly. It is not the 
fate of Great Britain, or of France, or of bankrupt 
Greece, that alone concerns us. It is our own fate 
as well that must bring to the consideration of this 
great problem the best wisdom of which we are 
capable. 
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MARRIED WOMEN AND JOBS. 

Figures given by Mary Anderson, director of the 
Federal Women’s Bureau, show that 4,000,000 women 
in this country, more than one-third of the country’s 
woman workers, play the dual role of home-maker 
and bread-winner. Most of these, Missa Anderson 
says, do not seek a career or economic independence, 
but are forced to “supplement or provide the family 
income.” Here is one of the depression’s unfortunate 
effects, unfortunate both economically and with re- 
gard to family life. Many of these women displace 
male workers, who may also have dependents, and 
the practice thus contributes to the vicious circle 
whereby unemployment has aggravated itself as it 
proceeded. And a home from which the mother or 
other home-maker is absent at work all day, to re 
turn wearied at night, cannot play its proper role in 
maintaining our social fabric. 

Women who have jobs but do not need them may 
be dealt with by the discrimination of employers, 
who, in many cases, can replace such workers with 
men who are the majnstay of families. The other 
married woman workers provide a problem not so 
easily solved, however, for dismissing them to make 
way for jobless men would merely be a transfer of 
destitution, with no net gain. Miss Anderson sug- 
gests that better wages for men would result auto- 
matically in the removal of many women from this 
competition for jobs. This is the ultimate solution 
to be desired. With it will come an increase in mass 
buying power that will provide a sturdy blockade 
against future periods of over-production on the one 
hand and need on the other.

“And, of course, since the Supreme Court has up-" 
held the constitutionality of the Volstead Act, which 
bars anything over % per cent alcoholic, Congress 
certainly can bar liquors more than 20 per cent al- 
coholic. There probably is a hole ir this, :ut no 
body has pointed it out.” ‘ 

The hole, of course, is the eighteenth amendment, 
prohibiting the manufacture, sale or transportation 
of intoxicating liquor. It may be the Supreme Court 
would hold 2.75 or 3.2 beer as not within the’ word 
“intoxicating”; it would be an insult to ask it to pass 
npon a 20 per cent law, no matter how “ingeniously” 
worded. Such an amendment of the Volstead Act, 
moreover, would not automatically be endowed with 
the Supreme Court’s approval. It would be subject to 
test as though it were an entirely new law. 

It is perhaps only natural that the repeal mandate 
of the people should give rise to all sorts of fantastic 
ideas on the legalization of liquor.

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NO SOCIAL FUNCTIONS AT SPRINGFIELD. 

Speculation as to who would be the first lady of 
Illinois for the unmarried and sisterless Governor- 
élect is at an end. Judge Horner himself has stopped 
it. Reminded that the Executive Mansion requires 
the presence of a woman to preside at formal recep 
tions, teas and the like, he says: “There should be 
no social functions at this time. A serious job faces 
the Governor. . .. When the people are happy and 
contented again, it will. be time enough for the Gov:

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A WOMAN CABINET MEMBER. 

Considering his fondness for breaking precedents, 
it would not be at all surprising if Gov. Roosevelt 
were the first President to appoint a woman to a 
Cabinet position. As a matter of fact, it is known 
that he is considering the appointment of Miss Fran- 
ces Perkins, member of the New York State Indus- 
trial Commission, as Secretary of Labor. 

If he does so, Gov. Roosevelt will not be making a 
mere idle gesture for feminine applause, for Misé 
Perkins happens to be richly qualified for the job. 
For more than 20 years, she has been an active par- 
ticipant in the labor and industrial problems of her 
own State, and has long had nation-wide recognition. 
She was appointed to the New York State Industrial 
Board by Gov. Smith in 1923, and served as chairman 
from 1926 to 1929. Gov. Roosevelt put her on the 
New York State Industrial Commission. 

Miss Perkins is 50 years old, was educated at 
Mount Holyoke College,’ University of Pennsylvania 
and Columbia University, and ranks high among 
the country’s sociologists; She would bring to the 
labor portfolio an intellectual attitude, tempered by 
practical experience, sadly wanting in the Labor 
Secretaries of the past 12 years: Both Davis and Doak 
are labor union politicians, whose accession to the 
Cabinet turned them into administration toadies. It 
would be difficult, to name any accomplishment of 
either of them to justify appointment to so impor: 
tant a post. 

It would be interesting to observe the contrast af- 
forded by a woman of Miss Perkins’ brilliant attain- 
ments to such time-servers as these. That would be 
the best answer to the old-fogyism against women in 
high office which Gov. Roosevelt will encounter if he 
goes through with his intention of,appointing her. 
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VICTOR EMMANUEL IS HEARD FROM. 

Mussolini celebrated Fascism’s tenth anniversary 
last week by freeing more than 15,000 prisoners, and 
received all the credit for thus tempering justice with 
mercy, although the King’s signature was required on 
the decree. The King has grown accustomed in the 
last decade to signing decrees thus prepared by his 
Fascist Ministers, and has had little to say in mat- 
ters of government. He retains a few powers, but 
most of them hinge on the approval of the Fascist 
high command. An indication of his place in the 
picture: was the new party oath adopted last month 
by the Fascist Grand Council. This oath invokes 
the name of the deity and of Italy, but makes no 
mention of the King. Mussolini is not the power 
behind the throne there, he is far ahead of the throne. 

Now, however, the King emerges with a reminder 
that he, too, has the pardoning power. He demon- 
strates it with a partial amnesty to Mario Bruneri, 
who has won notoriety as the chief figure in a case 
of mistaken identity. Each of two women claimed 
bim as her missing husband, while Mario himself re- 
mained discreetly neutral, with an allegedly blank 
memory.

Debt Negotiations 


OV. 10, that is, Thursday of last week, 
\ first of the debt payments after 
the end of the moratorium fell due. It 
was a sum of $444,920, owed by Greece. 

@ payment was not made. That same 
day, Hungary notified the Treasury at 
Washington that it would not be able to 
buy the dollars necessary to make its next 
payment, due Dec. 15, Simultaneously, 
Great Britain and France addressed notés; 
differing in language, but identical in sub- 
stance, to the Secritary of State. These 
notes doe not announce a default or threaten 
@ repudiation; they ask for a. reconsider- 
ation of the debt agreements and a sus- 
pension of the payments due Dec. 15 while 
a new settlement is being negotiated. 

The President has asked the President- 
elect to share the responsibility with him 
of answering the British and French re- 
quests. It was inevitable that he should do 
this. For while the decision as to what to 
do about the Dec. 15 payments falls within 
Mr. Hoover's term of office, the decision 
about suspending the next payment in- 
volves the much greater question as to 
whether the«United States will consent to 
negotiate a revision of the ‘whole debt set- 
tiement. The British and French are not 
asking merely for a suspension of the next 
payment, but for a suspension in order to 
negotiate a new agreement. Therefore, the 
question is not whether the creditor will 
give the debtor more time, but whether he 
will reconsider the terms of the debt. 

. s s 

In aproaching this problem, it is desir- 
eble to have in mind the essential facts 
ebout the history of intergovernmental] in- 
debtedness since the war. fFortunatély, a 
thoroughly reliable Anierican study of the 
question is now available in a volume just 
published. by the Brookings Institution un- 
der the title, “War Debts and World Pros- 
yerity.” This book brings together in con- 
‘venieat form material which has hitherto 
been scattered about in all sorts of official 
documents. It is the indispensable source 
book of the debate which will be carried 
on for months to come. 

The most illuminating conclusion which 
emerges from a study of the history of war 
debts is that the United States has, from the 
beginning, been lending its debtors the 
money to pay their debts. The*record dis- 
closes the fact that the system of govern- 
mental payments has never worked at any 
time, Since 1917, when these debts began, 
the money hag always been borrowed from 
this country, and always, when the United 
States ceased to lend, our Government has 
heen ofrced to recognize that payments 
could not continue. 
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There have been two periods when pay- 
ments were made and two periods when, 
by consent of the United States, they were 
not made, 

The first period lasted from April, 1917, 
to Sept. 26, 1919. During this time, the 
Allies borrowed most of the nioney involved 
in these debts and paid the interest punctu- 
ally out of the money they borrowed. In 
September, 1919, the’ Treasury, under the 
administration of Carter Glass, grew tired 
of this system of pyramiding the debt and 
granted the debtor nations a moratorium 
of three years. 


The second period lasted from Sept. 26, 
i919, to May 1, 1923, in the case of Finland, 
and to May 3, 1926, in the case of Jugo- 
Slavia. The British resumed payments be- 
ginning June 19, 1923; the Italians beginning 
Nov. 14, 1925, and the French beginning 
April 23, 1926. This four-to-seven-year pe- 
riod was the first moratorium. I¢ was in- 
itiated by the Wilson administration, and 
was carried on for as much as five years by 
the Harding and Coolidge administrations. 
During this time, no money was advanced 
to the debtor governments by the Treasury, 
no considerable amount was advanced to 
the debtor nations by American investors, 
ond no payments were made, 

. . 7. 

The third period began wth the adoption 
of the Dawes plan, Sept. 1, 1924, and lasted 
until the signature of the Hoover-Laval 
agreement for a second‘moratorium on July 
15, 1931. During these seven years, the 
system of reparation and war debt pay- 
ments seemed to be working. But it is 
now clear that the gold values necessary 
to work it were provided by the American 
loans to Germany and to the other defeated 
nations which were net debtors in the whole 
vast transaction. 

During this period, Germany paid a little 
over two billion dollars to her Buropean 
creditors, and.our European debtors paid us 
about a billion and a quarter. In that time. 
we lent to Gormany more than she paid and 
more than we ultimately received. When, 
efter 1929, we stopped foreign lending, the 
system of payments worked so badly that 
it broke down catastrophically in the spring 
of 1931. 

The fourth period is that of the Hoover 
moratorium, which ended officially last July 
i, but actually Nov. 10, when the Greek 
payment fell due. During this period, we 
have made no foreign loans and have re- 
ceived no debt payments, 

Fifteen years of experience have now 
demonstrated that the system of huge po- 
litical debt payments can be made to work 
yust as long as the ultimate creditor is will- 
ing to lend his debtors the money. That 
means that it cannot be made to work at 
all, for debts paid out of borrowed money 
ere not really paid. Our debtors owe us 
more money today than when they started 
tc pay us their debts. } 
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Clearty, there is a problem here which 
cannot be dismissed. Clearly, there is a 
fundamcntal difficulty in the in 
mental debt structure.

Discussion has become rife as to por 
sible amnesty and pardon for offenders 
against Federal and state prohibition @ 
forcement laws in case the Volstead Act is 
modified and the eighteenth amendment 
repealed. 


HE Constitution (article IJ, section 2) 

gives the President “power to grant re- 
prieves and pardons for offenses against the 
United States, except in cases of impeach- 
nent.” Under this authority, Washington 
and Adams issued general proclamations of 
pardon to those who had engaged in the 
Whisky Insurrection in Pennsylvania, unless 
they had been actually convicted or indicted 
for offenses against the Federal! laws. 

During and after the Civi] War, Lincoln 
and Johnson issued proclamations of pardon 
to those who had engaged in defying the 
authority of the United States, with lists of 
exceptions which diminished in each svc- 
ceesive proclamation, Benjamin Harrisons 
and Cleveland issuéd proclamations of am- 
nerty and pardon to those liable to the pen- 
alties of the Federal anti-polygamy |a¥s. 
provided that they no longer disobeyed 
them. Roosevelt granted amnesty and par- 
don to the Filipino insurrectionists. 

After the World War, Wilson pardoned 
many. political offenders against the Fed-

Following Agreements. Made

LONDON, Nov. 15.—Great Brit- 
tain’s commercial relations with 


other countries probably will be 
given a thorough overhauling in 
the next few months. 

About 20 nations have  ap- 
proached England regarding trade 
relations. Diplomatic conversa- 
tions or conferences have. been 
scheduled with nearly all of them. 
The others probably will be taken 
care of as fast as the Board off 
Trade experts are free to give the 
problems their attention.

Of major importance are Anglo- 
Argentine trade relations. Diplo- 
matic conversations have been go- 
ing on between the two nations for 
-some weeks, and probably = will

yival of Dr. Rocca, the Argentine 
Vice-President, who ts reported to 
be bringing a corps of economic 
experts with him. His visit os- 
tensibly is to return the visit of 
the Prince of Wales. 

Meantime, negotiations between 
the Argentine Ambassador here 
and the Board of Trade officials 
are continuing. It is possible, but 
not considered likely, that the trade 
treaty between the two countries 
may be revised, 

A Swedish trade delegation is 
now in London in an attempt to 
put Anglo-Swedish trade contacts 
on a new basis, and London con- 
ferences with the other Scandina- 
vian countries are to be held in 
the very near future. 

Berlin Conference Soon. 

Conferences also-.are expected 
with the Baltic states, although no 
dates have been set. Holland and 
Belgium likewise are on the sched- 
ule. 

Anglo-German trade will be the 
subject of a conference in Berlin 
within the next six weeks, and 
here are a new trade treaty is not 
unlikely. The present treaty goes 
back to 1926 when trade between 
the two countries was put on a 
virtual free basis except for cer- 
tain specific articles. They agreed, 
among other things, not to impose 
any restriction especially injurious 
to the other’s trade. 

Among specific taxed articles 
Germany included coal, which Brit- 
ain contended was a specific in- 
jury, carrying a higher rate than 
that placed on coal from other 
nations. Germany asserted that 
the English tariffs were specifical- 
ly injurious to them. The English 
position was that they were not 
specific, but directed uniformly 
against imports from all countries. 

Various arbitration suggestions 
were discussed, the upshot being 
the decision to continue diplomatic 
conversations through the delega- 
tion.

Chancellor J. O. Wolcott. 

The restraining order was issued 
after the filing of a bill by the 
Cord Corporation, owner of up- 
ward of 750,000 shares of Aviation 
Corporation stock. 

The contract called for thé pur- 
chase of certain assets of North 
American Aviation, Inc., by the 
Aviation Corporation in exchange 
for about 1,997,776 shares of the 
Aviation Corporation stock. 

Chancellor Wolcott in dissolving 
and vacating the order said he felt 
that the directors of Aviation Cor- 
poration first should have an op- 
portunity to consider the contract 
and either approve or disapprove it. 

It. was pointed out to the Court 
that the contract must be acted on 
not only by the directors but also 
by the stockholders.

The estimates were made yéster- 
day at a hearing before Referee in 
Bankruptcy Coles acting as special 
master under appointment of Fed- 
eral Judge Faris. 

The objecting creditors’ valuation 
was made by W. H. Perkins, an au- 
Aitor, in support of the contention 
of their attorney, Edward W. To- 


bin, that general creditors would 
realize 45 per cent in cash through 
bankruptcy instead of the 20 per 
cent contemplated by the firm’s 
offer. The offer provides also for 
$0 per cent in promissory notes. 
Perkins estimated general claims at 
$1,104,449. 

Perkins placed unquestioned free 
assets at $320,751 and possible ad- 
ditional items at $179,088. He in- 
cluded among unquestioned assets 
the New York Stock Exchange seat, 
which he valued at $175,000 and 
which was claimed by Mark Stein- 
berg as a personal asset. Some of 
the items of possible additional as- 
sets were excluded from evidence 
on objections by Irl B. Rosenblum, 
one of Steinberg’s attorneys. 

Referee Coles said that some of 
these items should be possible de- 
ductions from lHiabilities rather 
then additions to assets. He said 
he would give consideration to the 
way in which Perkins arrived at his 
estimates in making his spécial 
master’s report to Judge Faris. 

One of the items in dispute rep- 
resented accounts receivable of a 
face valug of $717,000. An auditor 
for the receivers estimated that 
these accounts would realize about 
$15,000. The accounts, consisting 
largely of debit balances due from 
marginal customers who had been 
sold out, should realize at least 10 
per cent, or about $71,000, Perkins 
estimated. 

Thomas N. Dysart, former State 
receiver for the firm and now Fed- 
eral custodian of assets, said that 
his experience in the brokerage 
business indicated that aecounts of 
this nature were usually a 100 per 
cent loss.

RATE INCREASE IN ILLINOIS 


High Rail Charges Cut Down Ship- 
_ ments From Fulton County 
Mines. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15. — The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
has modified its order interfering 
with rates on coal in Illinois from 
mines in Fulton County. 

Some months ago it found that 
rates on bituminous coal between 
points in Illinois were unfair to in- 
terstate commerce, and invalidated 
lower rates ordered by the Illinois 
Commerce Commission. 

This was found by the commis- 
sion today to have increased rates 
between Fulton County mines and 


Macomb, Bushnell, Abingdon, Mon- % 


mouth, Galesburg, Galva, Kewanee, 
Castieton and Wyoming, Ill, to a 
point where the business of the 
Fulton County mines was likely to 
be seriously injured. 

The destination territory is un- 
derlain with coal, and. with in- 
creased rates, wagon mines began 
opening and coal was hauled by 
truck. The result was found to be 
detrimental to the railroads in the 
section as well as the operators and 
dealers, so the commission author- 
ized the carriers to revert to the 
Illinois Commerce Commission 
rates. These result in a lowering 
of rates ranging from 7 to 21 cents 
per ton. 


TWO ROBBERS WOUNDED AFTER 
10-MILE CHASE IN ARKANSAS 


Kidnap Farmer and Children, but 
Free Them After Taking 
Car.

CHARLESTON, Ark., Nov. 15.— 


After a 10-mile chase following the 
theft of an automobile and kidnap- 
ing of a farmer and his four chil- 
dren, two men were wounded and 
captured near here yesterday. 


The prisoners gave their names 
as Leo Scarborough and Frank 
Townsley. Scarborough, shot three 
times, is in a serious condition. 
Townsley was wounded slightly in 
the back. Police said Scarborough 
had served a one-year term in the 
Arkanagas penitentiary for robbery. 

The theft of a car at Paris, Ark., 
started the chase. With officers in 
pursuit, the men stopped at A. J.

CHICAGO, Nov. 15.—This is my 
jJast year. Fourteen years of foot- 
‘ball is enough. 

You know, when a fellow gets 
around 30, he can’t take it. The 
spirit is willing, but the flesh is 
weak. , 

And I’d rether quit, feeling that 
I could still go out there and play 
good ball, than keep on playing un- 
til Iam slow, and crippled, and 
replaced by some young fellow just 
out of college whose legs are full 


of springs. 
When the Legs Go. 

Football is just like any other 
professional sport; when the legs 
begin to go bad you are through. 
But football is worse than most 
sports. For the old underpinnings 
are bound to go bad sooner when 
you have a 200-pound tackler tos- 
sing all of that 200 pounds at the 


legs a dozen, two dozen, times ev-| 


ery Sunday. 

I've made a lot of money out of 
football, and I've spent a lot. But 
football has been good to me. And 
the least I can do is retire as a 
player before it: is too late. 

You know, it is a funhy thiing. 
When I went down to Illinois I 
was a basketball player and a track 
man. here weren't any football 


_ players\in the fraternity I pledged, 


and of course they wanted a mem- 
ber of the club. So they made me 
go out. I strolled over the first day 
to get a suit and there were about 
200 fellows, twice as big as I, go- 
ing out. 

‘Well, I just turned around and 
walked back to the fraternity 
house. Told the boys I didn’t care 
about football anyway. 

There were two big paddles 
hanging over the fireplace. A 
couple of seniors took them down, 
and before I knew it I was out 
there playing with the freshmen. 
And I never did play basketball. 

Though I’m quitting the game, 
I’m quitting as a player only. I’ve 
had several coaching offers, and 
I’m considering several proposi- 
tions right now. 

I'd like to coach. I want to be 
identified with football. And I 
think I'd make a good coach. I’ve 
learned a lot of football. You 
can’t help buf learn a lot in 14 
years as a player. 

Barred in Big Ten. 

Of course I conldn’t coach in the 
Big Ten because of the rule bar- 
ring professional football players. 
That is a silly ruling. In the East 
they’d rather have a professional 
football player as a coach. 

For that matter, in the Big Ten 
they prefer a professional baseball 
Player or boxer or wrestler, as a 
coach. I can’t see why they should 
discriminate against football. 

I have an idea it would be a 
g0od thing to break up the profes- 
sional league into two leagues, an 
Eastern and Western division. 
There are plenty of good football 
towns to make up two six or eight 
club leagues. There would be a lot 
of local rivalry and tradition and 
we'd pack ’em in. And then at the 
end of the season the winners of 
the two leagues could play & series 
for the world’s championship. 

The biggest handicap to a player, 
the veteran player, is getting h:mn- 
self keyed up for a game a week 
for 16 weeks. After two or three 
years it gets to be a job, a busi- 
ness. We can’t help feeling that 
way about it. It isn’t that we are 
just going out there to earn our 
Salary checks. For we all want to 
win, and are willing and anxious 
to play our best. In fact, we have 
to, if we are to hold our jobs. But 
that do-or-die for dear old Rufgers 
Spirit is lacking. 

These lads that break in their 
first year out of college give us a 
lot of laughs. And, as a rule, they 
are apple pie forthe opposing 
team. The linemen get them mad, 
fighting mad, and then they lose 
their heads and can’t play ball. I'll 
never forget when Joe Savoldi 
broke in with us off Thanksgiving 
day. We were playing the Car- 
dinals, On the first play someone 
cuffed Jumping Joe. His nose was 
bleeding and he was mad, wanted 
to battle ‘the whole Cardinal club. 

Joe couldn't carry the ball, he 
couldn’t block, and he couldn’t do 
anything. All he thought about 
was trying to smack somebody. And 


‘the madder he got, the more the 


Cardinals laughed at him. 
Nevers’ Advice. 

Finally Ernie Nevers, a swell bal] 
Player and a swell fellow, came 
over and talked to Joe like a 
father. 

“Listen, kid,” he said, “you're 
just a kid and this is your first 
game of pro ball. It isn’t like col- 
lege ball and it won't do you any 
good to get mad. They've just get- 
ting your goat and spoiling your 
playing. Forget ahout it and play 
football.” 

Joe took Nevers’ advice and 
played a whale of a game the rest 
of the afternoon, 

Most of the rookies are the same 
way, and we old-timers have to 
keep an eye on them all the time: 

It’s a great game. And I guess 
I should know if anyone should. 
A lot of men have been in it 
Jonger than I have, but not many 
of them as players. I've been 
bruised, and banged, and crippled, 
but I still love it.

Back 
in 1888, W. H. (Pa) Corbin’s Yale 
team, considered one of the great- 
est of all times, held its oppon- 
ents absolutely scoreless in 13 
games while rolling up 690 points. 
Michigan's 1901 aggregation, the 
first of four successive unbeaten 
Wolverine combinations, ran up 
550 points to none for the enemy. 

St. Mary’s of California in 1929 
came closest to a perfect defensive 
record in recent years, going 
through seven straight games 
without yielding a point, only to 
have a six scored against it while 
putting the University of Oregon 
to rout in the last game of the 
season. 

Michigan’s 1925 goal line was 
uncrossed but the Wolverines lost 
their only game of the season to 
Northwestern on a field goal. 

Southern teams have posted the 
best defensive records’ among the 
unbeaten aggregations in the last 
two years. Alabama's all-conquer- 
ing 1930 array yielded only 13 
points in 10 games, including the 
Rose Bowl classic, and the 1931 
Tennessee team permitted only 15 
points in 10 games.

SCHMIDT, FAMOUS 
TIGER CATCHER, 
DIES SUDDENLY 


By the Associated Press 

ALTUS, Ark., Nov. 15. — The 
baseball vet®ran, Charles (Boss) 
Schmidt, former eatcher with the 
Detroit Tigers and later manager 
and coach of several other clubs, 
who claimed he was the only man 
who held a complete fistic triumph 
over Ty Cobb, died yesterday. 

As “Boss” whimsically put it, 
“T had to lick Ty three times to 
make him admit it.” 

Dies Suddenly. 

Schmidt died in the home of a 
physician here, where he was 
taken when he became desperately 
ill of acuste intestinal obstruction 
at Clarkesville, Sunday night. He 
was 52 years old. 

Schmidt played in three world 
series when Hughey Jennings was 
piloting the Bengals to pennants 
and when Ty Cobb, now in re- 
tirement, rated the reputations of 
the greatest ball player in the 
game. Many baseball writers 
ranked Schmidt among immortals 
of the diamond. 

Breaking into organized baseball 
with Springfield, Ill., in 1901, 
Schmidt joined the Rock. Island 
(Ill.) club three years later. He 
then was purchased by Minneapo- 
lis, and the Detroit Tigers bought 
him at the end of his first season. 
He caught 146 games for the Ti- 
gers in 1907 and also caught three 
of the world series games that fall. 

Later he played with Mobile of 
the Southern Association, with the 
Vernon club of the Pacific, and 
then went to the Memphis Chicks 
in the Southern, 

Manages in Western. 

He made his managerial debut 
in 1919 with Sioux City of the 
Western League. He coached for 
Brooklyn and managed Springfield 
in 1924, and then went to Kala- 
mazoo as manager. He later pilot- 
ed the St. Joseph and Fort Smith 
clubs of the Western League. In 
1929, he took an assignment : 
coach of his old team, the Detroit 
Tigers, only recently returning to 
his home at Coal Hill, near Clarks- 
ville, Ark.

Going Back. 
HE “power play” is in again 
in football. Pittsburgh’s em- 
ployment of it has attracted more 
attention to this style of attack 
than ever before. It is a play of 
intricate calculation, designed to 
outnumber the opposing forces 
at a given point, in order to clear 
a path for the runner to the 
second line of defense. Not only 
is each opponent cared for but 
in some instances two attacking 
players are assigned to making 

sure of a single opponent. 

In its operation, it can be de- 
pended upon, according to coach- 
ing authorities, for an average of 
four to seven yards, assuring first 
downs within three plays.

Apparently this is a reaction 
toward a type of football that 
was abandoned 80 Or More years 
ago, and which also depended 
upon the concentration of 
strength upon a given spot. 

Roughly speaking its ancestor 
was the “guards back,” of Coach 
George Woodruff, who made the 
University of Pennsylvania elév- 
ens of the mid-nineties famous 
throughout the land and also 
helped bring about that storm of 
criticism which eventually led to 
the modification of the rules, 10

The Old “Guards Back.” 


ALK about your modern 

“power plays’’—that “guaftds 
back” was @ powerhouse, all to 
itself. They called it a “mass” 
play, in those days; but inAs- 
much as it was just a brute forte 
display at line breaking it was 
‘more strictly a “power play” 
in the modern sense. 

In the nineties heavy, power- 
ful linemen, massed opposite a 
weak spot to the right or left of 
the enemy center, literally 
trampled a hole through the op- 
position, through which the ball 
carrier plunged head-on. 

Later coaches equipped the 
belts of the attacking linemen 
with straps, to which the back 
could cling and be dragged for a 
necessary two or three yards. 
Under the rules of the day the 
attacking side had to gain only 
five yards and had three downs 
in which to do it. A gain of three 
yards was pretty good; and, with 
the dragging apparatus at work, 


back even farther, before the at- 
tack’s momentum came to a stop. 

A runner was not down until 
he said so and frequently he did 
not choose to “down” until the 
entire enemy team was atop of 
him. For a yard gained by 
crawling was fust another yard 
toward that first down.

The First Power Play. 


HE first real “power-play” 

was employed iong before 
the “guards back” came into use, 
although Woodruff's attack was 
the first of the kind to be used 
from scrimmage formation. 

The opening play of the old- 

time football game supplied all 
the “power” the attack could 
muster. This was the wedge 
fermation, eleven men of the at- 
tacking side being grouped on the 
starting point while the defense 
was strung, Out ten yards dis- 
tant the width of the field. 
( The play was initiated by the 
man on the point of the wedge 
touching the ball to ground. 
Then the wedge lumbered into 
action, while the defense charged 
in to break it up.

To Promote Kicking. 


RACTICALLY no effort is 

made to develop drop-kick. 
érs today,” observed Head Coach 
Jimmy Conzelman of Washing- 
ton University, replying to a 
Post-Dispatch question. “The 
fact is drop-kicks are not em- 
ployed for a very good reason, 
It takes two of them to equal 
a touchdown. It takes three 
goals from the field to make cer 
tain of beating a single touch- 
down.

Tf the authorities wanted to 
popularize this play it could be 
done by increasing the number 
of points credited for field goals, 
say to four points. It would then 
require only two field goals to 
beat a touchdown.

Minimum Requirements. 

Use this as a working measure 
for a weak hand—keep the bidding 
open with about a trick if subse- 
quent bidding will not place you in 
a quandary. Pass with only about 
a trick if you will not be at-ease 
when replying to another bid. by 
your partner, either ‘a forcing one 
or one asking for preference. Re- 
member that the soundness. of the 
originat bid will impel .your part- 
ner to rebid even over & sign-off 
response by you; if he has bid

This, however, is so rare that you 
can afford to miss an occasional 
game in this manner rather than 
make a habit of misleading mini- 
mum .-responses. If -your hand is 
of the unfavorable type, in spite 
of its one trick, game can only be 
there through an extreme distri- 
butional fit. Under these circum- 
stances, the opponents are likely 
to have.very aggressive holdings, 
and it often happens that fourth 
hand, encouraged by your pass, will 
stick in a bid which will give your 
partner the chance to bid again. 
A Reminder. 

I have already explained that, 
although the one no trump re- 
sponse is a “sign-off” warning, it 
can also be made with as much 
as two tricks. In this event it is 
still unsuitable for a game contract 
because its distribution is too even; 
its inability to respond in a .suit 
shows a lack of playing facilities, 
and you can be sure that unless 
partner has reason to rebid over 
your one no trump, while believ- 
ing it to be a “sign-off,” game will 
seldom be possible, even though 
your hand “has quite a few face 
cards. As already explained, if he 
does rebid, and the rebid is favor- 
able for your holdings, you must 
now take the responsibility of

Perhaps the first thing to do is 
to watch this child, if possible 
without his being aware of the 
fact. If this is not practical moth- 
er might take some hand work,

Perhaps he is so much less skill-

Perhaps his chief trouble is that 
he is so dependent upon adult help 
and interest that he feels at a loss 
when there is no adult near upon 
whom he may depend-for comfort 
and help and suggestion. 

All these possibilities would have 
to be investigated and the child's 
treatment at home modified to help 
him meet his“ptoblem. “But per- 
haps athe greatest help would be 
his enrollment in a supervised play 
gsroup under a trained teacher 
whose long practice in dealing with 
such difficulties, and the fact that 
she is not the child’s mother, will 
‘Make it easier for him to make a 
proper adjustment.

T determine whether or not an in- 
dividual has become ~ infected 
with a tuberculosis germ. 

It is not a test used to determine 
whether or not the individual is 
ill with tuberculosis, for one may 
be infected with the tubercul 
germ, and yet be, for all practical 
purposes, in thoroughly sound 
health. 

The tuberculin test is entirely 
without danger. It is under no cir- 
cumstances likely to give tuberculo- 
sis to anyone. 

The test is made with germ-free 
solution. The substance used in the 
test is not a vaccine or a serum. 


It should not be confused with” 
the tuberculosis vaccine which has 
been developed by the French 
scientist Calmette, and which has 
been employed, according to some, 
with marked success in the protec- 
tion of children of tuberculous par- 
ents against the development of 
tuberculosis. 

The tuberculin test may be given 
in one of several” ways. The; 
simplest, the so-called von Pirquet 
test, is made by scratching the skin 
very superficially, 
enough to draw blood, and then 
placing on the scratch a drop o 
tuberculin. 


A more sensitive test is one in 
which tuberculin is injected in the 
skin of the individual tested. This 
test is practically without pain, 
and totally without danger. 

When an individual who has be- 
come infected is with tuber- 
culin, there develops in a day or 
so, a patch of redness and some 
swelling about the scratch or in-
